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Prof. Hotchkiss Lectures 

on *' The People of 

the Valleys."

I'm!. liotohkiss delivered the 
third in i he scries of Faculty lectures 
baking for his title, Friday ave- 
uing, "The Israel <>r the Alps." It 
gave i In- pathetic history of the 
Vaudois or Waldenses, called also 
Valdenses or Vallenses, the "Peo' 
pie of the Valleys," living in a 
small pari of Italy ( 82x18 miles ) 
among the Alps. They claim to 
have descended directly fron the 
primitive Christian Church, and re- 
tain the custom of it intact. This 
would be very easy for them to do, 
since they live much like the 
mountaineers <>f North Carolina, 
who preserve the very speech and 
customs of their forefathers. The 
creed of the Vaudois is much like 
thai hi the Presbyterian Church of 
to-day, belief In the inspiration of 
the Bible, free salvation through 

Jesus Christ, ami above all, faith 

working by love. Their motto 

was : " Pux Lucel in Tenebris." 
Some writers claim they arc not the 
representatives of the Primitive 
Church, but are a seel founded by 
Peter VValdo, of Lyons, France, In 
1170. But discussion on this point 
was omitted in the lecture, which 
undertook a review of the thirty- 
three persecutions the Vaudois suf- 
fered at the hands Of the Catholics 

during 600 years from the Pith to 
the IKth Century, when, several 
limes, their numbers were reduced 
ii> massarce from 80 -.>.'>, n<><> to ;j,000 

or 1000 people, ami once all were 
sent to exile in Switzerland in 
1080. 

Bv the testimony of their 
t uthollc persecutors, they were ac- 
knowledged to he upright and godly 
people with no faults, always striv- 
ing to copy Christ, so much so that 

IDC said if there was anyone of 
whom it OOUld be said he neither 
slanders, swear, lies, steals, etc., 

he is h Vaudois and must be 
tortured. 

When Innocent VII, asked Louis 

Ml. to send armies against them 

before he had heard their defense, 

Louis replied: "Though 1 were at 
war with Turk or the Devil, 1 would 
hear what he had to say.'" Op 
hearing the testimony Of the in- 
nocent, godly Vaudois, he said : 
■•These brave people arc better 

Christians than we," mid called 
I hem the besl frenchmen in It i m 

realm, dismissing his soldiers. Hut 

it seems that the very purity of 

their lives helped spread their 

false or I." so in I486, all good 

Catholics were called to war against 
i hem. Eighteen thousand regular 
troops, with a swarm of cut-throats, 
robbers and assassins, responded. 
The Vaudois took refuge in a ca\«> 

on Mi. Pelvouz, opening on s plat- 
form reached by precipices. But 
they were pursued, a lire buill on 

the platform before the cave's nar- 
row mouth, and OVer 8008 perished. 
And no the talc went on : not a rock, 
which was not a monument of 

death; not ;i meadow, which was 
not the scene of an execution; nor 
,i town. Put had its score of marl 
They were frozen to death in the 
mountains, they suffered exquisite 

torture rather than reject their 

faith, gunpowder Ignited in their 
mouths, quicklime poured in gap- 
wounds, oi hoilies torn away 

piece by piece. 

Often the interviews before tor- 
ture were touching from the display 
oi trtisi and steadfastness, one 

plain farmer, Stephen Brun, on

ing the people aid in money and 
food.
